Response | 
The courtesy of the interview conducted on Tuesday, May 6, 2003 with the examiner, the 
applicant, and his undersigned representative was most appreciative and helpful. Claim 1 of the 
subject application was discussed and a copy of a proposed claim revision was given the examiner. 
The examiner in response to the discussion of the principal references of Skille and Murtonen 
suggested that the number of transducers associated with the method of claim 1 be described as a 
mininium of one and further suggested that the variation of the frequency of the vibration producing 
signal by scanning to move the location of the vibration from one body part to another be occasioned 
through such minimum one transducer. No agreement was reached at the interview but the inventor 
explained to the examiner that his invention involved the massaging movement of the vibration 
about the body through the use of a^ minimum of but one transducer and the scanning of the 
frequency of the vibration producing signal. It was shown that neither the Skille nor Murtonen 



reference discloses the scanning or automatically changing of the frequency of the signal to move 
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the location of the vibration from one body part to another. It was also suggested by the applicant 
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that this scanning sensation can not be produced by a single transducer in accordance with the 
teachings or suggestions in either of the references.
